"The intelligence unit said L & M is apparently an outgrowth 
of the merger of West Suburban Scavenger Service and 
Consolidated Scavenger Service Co. 

"West Suburban in 1960 engaged in a bitter fight with the 
Chicago and Suburban Refuse Disposal Assn. ,' which charged 
the firm was using hoodlums to steal customers away, 

"Police said some Near North Side businessmen reported that 
they had been solicited by 1SADORE (1ZZY) SCARAMUZZO on behalf 
of L & M, rather than BRAVOS.

DETAILS: 

I. OPERATIONS OF A-l INDUSTRIAL LAUNDRY 

CG T-4 advised that an individual (FNU) SCHUMER 
from Maid-Rite Garment Company, Detroit, Michigan, has 
purchased two laundries on the south side of Chicago, one of which 
is the Chapman Laundry. According to CG T-4, A-l Laundry 
has taken over the linen service for the airport parking 
lot, one of which is located at 300 Wabash. 


In November, 1964, CG T-5 advised that GEORGE 
BRAVOS, while soliciting business for A-l, displayed the 
technique he has been using in order to obtain new business 
which did not involve the use of "muscle". According to 
CG T-5, BRAVOS tells the prospective customer of the 
progress made by A-l, namely that it is now doing $2,000,000.00 
worth of business per year and has nine routes. CG T-5 
said BRAVOS makes numerous promises of extra service, 
lower prices, and so forth, also that A-l has now taken 
over the linen service at Dewey's Snack Shop in Melrose 
Park, Illinois.

II. NICHOLAS AND GEORGE BRAVOS 

CG T-5 advised that there is more than one 
person who hass loaned $10,000.00 each to the BRAVOS brothers 
when they started their operations in the A-l Laundry, 
however, according to CG T-5 these were only paper loans 
to show a .source of money. 

CG T-2 advised in October, 1964 NICK BRAVOS 
overheard to remark that GUS ALEX is the owner of Functional 
Music located at Wacker and Michigan Avenue. Also, 
that ALEX and the late FRANK "STRONGIE" FERRARO had been 
partners in the ownership of the above company. 

CG T-l asvised that NICHOLAS BRAVOS was observed 
at Boston's Hamburger Place, Grand and Chicago Avenues, 
and was observed to walk behind the counter as though 
familiar with the owner of the restaurant. 


| _| Chicago Crime Commission, 79 

West Monroe Street, Chicago, Illinois, made available 
the following information from their files pertaining 
to the BRAVOS brothers: 

In a report of December 12, 1933 regarding indictment 
71134 it is noted that NICHOLAS BRAVOS, 18, and two others 
were charged with robbery and there was a finding of guilty 
(sentenced one to life on December 19, 1933 for each 
defendant). 

In a police report of November 17, 1955 NICK BRAVOS, 
2059 North Newcastle, age 42. is described aa an ex-convict, 
known hoodlum and racketeer. I I and I I 

are also known at this address, while the telephone at the 
place is in the name of | | GEORGE BRAVOS, 

715 North Pulaski, reported to the FBI that his brother 
NICK was missing since November 14,1955. His hat was found 
in front of his house. The next day CHARLES CARR, true name 
CARL TORRACO, an ex-convict and friend of NICK BRAVOS, received 
a telephone call "We got NICK, denSJ: go to the cops." CARR 
received other calls to get $75,000 and have it ready. 

On November 18, 1955 NICK was found available and he and GEORGE

BRAVOS and KARL TORRACO were taken to police headquarters for 
questioning . They denied any kidnapping. A writ was obtained 
by Attorney I 1 and the trio was released. 

In 1945 NICK BRAVOS operated the Better Burner Service, 717 
North Pulaski. He had been employed aB an oil burner repairman 
before going into business for himself. NICK BRAVOS had been baned 
from Arlington, Washington and Hawthorne race tr acks as 
were fj HARLES and SAM ENGLISH, JOSEPH MENDINO and I 

In an ’'American” clip of January 9, 1956 it is 
stated that in Noveinber, 1955 NICK BRAVOS, 42, 2059 North 
Newcastle, dropped out of sight. His brother GEORGE went 
to the FBI stating there had been an anonymous demand by 
telephone for $75,000 ransom. NICK BRAVOS is a widely known, 
northwest side hoodlum and bookmaker with interests in 
syndicate wire rooms. Later NICK appeared but would not say 
anything of any kidnapping. 

In an "American” clip of April 29, 1958 it is 
reported that NICK BRAVOS, 43> 2139 South Michigan Avenue, 
and another were discharged in court on charges of operating 
a wire room at the Santa Fe Hotel, 8 West Polk Street. 

Inaa "Tribune" clip of August 8, 1961 it is reported 
that NICK BRAVOS and his brother GEORGE, described as a pair 
of former bookmakers, were now believed to be bankrolling burglars 
on the northwest side and that they were two of seven juice 
men under investigation as possibly being involved in a 
"murder for insurance" racket wherein persons indebted to juice 
operators were slain so that their insurance could be used to 
repay the loans. 

In an "American" clip of May 10, 1962 it is indicated 
that NICK BRAVOS, 47, and his brother GEORGE, 47, were observed 
by the reporter at Sportsman's Park and that track officials 
sent orders to have them ejected. NICK BRAVOS served seven 
years in prison for armed robbery and came out in 1940. The 
"American" learned that thirty bookies were operating at the 
track and each was assessed $300.00 a week. 


In a "Sun-Times" clip of May 25, 1963 it is stated that 
NICK BRAVOS, a crime syndicate mobster, was on the payroll 
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of the company which collected more than $500, OCX) in 
’^expediters" fees on Sanitary District coal contracts totaling 
seven million dollars. BRAVOS, 50, was described as a 
syndicate gambling overlord, race track bookie and underworld 
loan shark who served a seven-year prison term for bank 
robbery. He was paid more than $35,000 from 1959 to 1962 by 
the Roth-Adam Fuel Company. In 1962 NICK and his brother GEORGE 
48, a syndicate gambling chief, wheded around gambling dens in a 
black convertible with license plates issued to the Roth-Adam 
Fuel Company. Both brothers were associated with another 
syndicate hoodlum, DAVE YARAS, in the A-l Industrial Uniforms, 
Inc., 1217 North Oakley. 

In a "Sun-Times" clip of May 28, 1963 it is reported 
that NICK BRAVOS, 50, received $1,000 a month salary from 
the Roth-Adam Company, which company received huge expediter’s 
fees on more than seven million dollars worth of coal sold 
the Sanitary District from 1959 to 1963. CHARLES ENGLISH also 
had been observed driving a car registered to the firm. 

BRAVOS received $35,000 from the firm. 

In a letter of September 18, 1963 information is that 
GEORGE and NICHOLAS BRAVOS, as well as other bookmaking 
groups at Hawthorne Race Track, were paying $1,000 a week 
protection.

CG T-l advised in February, 1967, that NICK and 
GEORGE BRAVOS of A-1 Industrial Laundry, 1217 North Oakley, 
Chicago, are staying away from the laundry due to the ad¬ 
verse publicity concerning the "juice" trail of GEORGE BRAVOS, 
WILLIE MESSINO, ET AL. LEONARD YARAS, the son of DAVID YARAS 
of Miami, is president of A-l Laundry and is there on almost 
a daily basis running the company. 

CG T-l further advised in March, 1967, that GEORGE 
BRAVOS has not been at the A-l Laundry for some time but 
stays near his residence at 715 North Pulaski Road, Chicago. 

CG T-2 advised in February, 1967, he had heard 
that GEORGE BRAVOS, WILLIE MESSING, and JOE LOMBARDI would 
get no help from the high ranking members of the Chicago 
criminal element concerning their "juice" trial. , The infor¬ 
mant said, that nothing would be done to effect a' "fix" in 
case the defendants receive stiff sentences. The informant 
said that members of the criminal element in Chicago are up¬ 
set and_dis]3ieased that MESSINO, BRAVOS and LOMBARDI beat up 
the brothers in order to extract "juice". 

CG T-2 further advised in April, 1967, that he 
had heard that it is being said among members of the Chicago 
criminal element that GEORGE BRAVOS is a sick man. The 
essence of the discussions is that if BRAVOS is sentenced 
to a long term, he wili never live through it and return from 
prison.
